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Diplomatists Begin Guessing

Reduction---Understanding on Far East 
May Take Same Form. 2

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22,.—Opin- 
fons have been exchanged among the 
arms delegates with such unprece- 
dented directness that with the con- 
ference only 10 days old some of the 
experienced diplomatists here  be- 
lieve they can see, almost with pre- 
cision, what it will and will not be 
possible to accomplish. 

Following the example of the 
American delegation in laying down 
a sweeping naval reduction proposal 
at the opening session, the represen- 
tatives of the other Powers have put 
aside almost without exception the 
diplomatic indirection that usually 
befogs such negotiations and have 
reversed the dictum of Tallyrand 
that language is given to diplomats 
“to conceal their thoughts.” 

With the respective heads of the 
American, British and Japanese 
delegations worl:ing in direct per- 
sonal conference almost daily on the 
naval reduction plan, there are in- 
dications that an agreement on all 
but details is near at hand. In the 
game way, the readiness of all the 
nations to commit themselves to gen- 
eral principles relating to the Far 
Bast, and the outspoken objection of 
Japan to discussing details of that, 
situation, seem to have quickened a 
conviction that adoption of a set of 
principles like the four agreed upon 
Monday will be the outcome of the 
Far Eastern end of the negotiations. 

In addition, the whole question of 
Jjand armament appears to have 
been pretty well settled by the frank 
presentation of the case of France 
delivered in Monday’s plenary ses- 
sion by Premier Briand. 

Fortifications Question. 

There remains the important 

_ question of fortifications, on which 
‘there has been no expression, but 
which may come to the fore when 
the delineation of principles relat- 
ing to the Far Bast have gone as far 
as seems possible. 

In consideration of the Far East- 
ern problems, the delegates of the 
nine nations, sitting as a committee 
of the whole, are following in the 
main the line of the “10 points’ 
suggested by China, whose delegates 
are confident that in the end most 
of these points will have been trans- 
Jated into actual agreements on pol- 
icy. - 

Present indications point to an 


“understanding” rather than a treaty 
as the form to be taken by the final 
Far Eastern agreement. 

Diplomatically, such an instrument 
would be classed along with the 
“gentlemen's agreements” of the past 
regarding China, and would not re- 
quire Senate confirmation. There 
have been hints that the naval re- 
duction agreement might also take 
that form. 

Comparison of China’s bill of 
rights with the four principles adopt- 
ed by the conference Monday dis- 
closes that the latter cover only two 
and a half of the ‘10 points’ prop- 
er and one paragraph of China’s in- 
troductory statement. 

Resolutions on China. 

The resolution providing for the 
sovereignty, independence and terri- 
torial and administration integrity of 
China covers in almost identical 
words China’s proposal under I-A. 
The resolution providin for the 
“open door” deals with the Chinese 
second point; that prohibiting spe- 
cial privileges is contained in the 
fourth Chinese point; and that which 
is designed to aid China in her in- 
ternal affairs applies to the follow- 
ing paragraph in the preamble to the 
Chinese declaration: “It is necessary 
that she (China) should have every 
possible opportunity to develop her 
political institutions in accordance 
with the genius and needs of her 
own people.” — 

“Thus are left for consideration of 
the conference: Point I-B, China’s 
undertaking not to lease territorial 
or litteral rights to any Power; point 
3, which prohibits treaties regarding 
the Chinese region with China be- 
coming a party thereto; point 5, 
which treats more specifically with 
the political and administrative in- 
tegrity of China, viz., extra terri- 
tory; point 6, providing for the in- 
terpretation of instruments granting 
special privileges in China in favor 
of the grantor; point 8, providing for 
China's rights as a neutral; point 9, 
which provides for peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes in the 
Pacific and the Far East, and point 
10, providing for future conferences 
of the Powers as a basis for deter- 
mination of common policies in rela- 
tion to the Far East.

BATTLESHIPS DON'T 
INTEREST RANG, 
BRIAND DECLARES 


“What We Want Is Subma- 
rines and Light, Swift 
Craft for Coast Defense,” 
Premier Says.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—‘The 
great battleship has no interest for 
France. What we want is subma- 
rines and light, swift craft for coast 
defense.” 

Thus Premier Briand has sum- 
marized for the Post-Dispatch his 
Government’s definition of the 
French naval role. He added that 
the limitation of submarines pro- 
posed by Great Britain was unac- 
ceptable to France, first because it 
deprived that country of her best 
means of safeguard at sea and, sec- 
ond, because other nations, possibly 
desirous of building submersibles, 
were not represented at Washington, 
and therefore would not be bound by 
any agreement reached here. 
“There are several European 'Pow- 
ers which regard the submarine as 
their best naval weapon,” the Pre- 
jer observed. ‘Norway, Sweden, 
enmark and Holland all share this 
view. - 

‘“‘Moreover, if our submarine 
strength is limited as the British de- 
sire, what is to prevent Germany 
getting her U-boats built in the ship- 
yards of these countries, whose out- 
put would not be limited since they 
would not be parties to decisions ar- 
rived at by this conference?’’ 
Denies Desire to Equal Desire. 
M. Briand flatly denied the exist- 
ence, in the official sense, of any 
such propositions as those published 
in a New York morning paper yes- 
terday, to the effect that France de- 
manded naval parity with Japan, 
plus the right to construct capital 
ships to be begun in 1926, but not 
put in commission until the ‘naval 
holiday” ends in 1931, and as many 


submarines as Britain or fhe United 


States would possess under. the 
Hughes plan. ; : 

The Premier declared that no such 
thesis had been advanced or‘adopt- 
ed by the French delegation, which, 
he added, was still studying the 
question of France’s naval require- 
ments. 

In another quarter I learn that 

the story in question emanated from 
French military officers who merely 
voiced their own aspirations to see 
their country equipped with strong 
sea forces. As regards capita] ships, 
it is an old saying in Paris that the 
reason France needs them is to pro- 
vide residences for her Admirals, 
many of whom are now homeless as 
far as fitting naval accommodation 
is concerned. 
M. Briand is no more inclined to 
approve what one Frenchman has 
termed “our naval pipe dream” than 
Balfour as to sanction the SBritish 
navy men’s advocacy of the con- 
struction of one capital ship annual- 
ly during the 10-year holiday. 


Naval Proposal to Be Offcred. 
It was made clear at French head- 
quarters that while the 1912 build- 
ing plan, interrupted by the war, 
still exists, there is no tendency to 
carry it out, except in the case of 
submarines and light defensive ves- 
sels for which France has always ar- 
gued, and which Britain has always 
opposed, since the first Hague con- 
gress. The battleship end of the 
program is far too costly to be ap- 
plied at this time. 

The Premier let it be understood 
that a French project for the fix- 
ation of the naval status of France 
and Italy eventually would be pro- 
duced, but only when the conference 
feels that the moment has arrived to 
take up this matter, left in abeyance 
at the opening sitting. 

Profound satisfaction was ex- 
pressed in French circles at the re- 
ception accorded to M. Briand’s 
speech of Monday by the American 
press. The Premier informed me that 
he considered the reaction of his ut- 
terances in the papers as well as in 
the conference hall of the greatest 
importance in the maintenance of 
European peace. 

“What has happened is even more 
important than a general program 
covering land armaments,”’ he went 
on, “because it demonstrates to Ger- 
many the continuance of moral sol- 
idarity among the allied and associ- 
ated Powers. 

“It must be apparent to the Ger- 
mans that the way in which they are’ 
treated depends solely upon them. 
Our feeling is like that of your sol- 
diers who-felt that they were mak- 
ing war, not upon the German peo- 
ple, but upen the Germany of the 
Hohenzollerns of militarism, and cf 
imperialism. What we are guarding 
ourselves against is a recrudescence, 
catastrophic to us, of that kind of 
Germany.” 


The Premier remarked that dis- 
cussion of land armament in com- 
mittee would not necessitate the 
presence of all the French military 
experts. Gen. Buat, chief of the 
General Staff, whose presence in 
Paris is badly needed in connection 
with the forthcoming parliamentary 
debates on the 18 months’ army 
service bill, is expected to accompany 
M. Briand back to France. 

Both M. Briand and Albert Sar- 
raut, Minister of Colonies, voiced sat- 
isfaction with the progress made

Events at Washington 
Closely — He May See 
Need of Compromise.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Pre- 


}mier Lloyd George has intimated in 


a cable message to a member of the 
British delegation that he may soon 
be able to come to Washington, but 
it is impossible to state just when 
he will leave London. 

The Premier is closely following all 
the developments in the negotiations. 
As a compromiser, the British Pre- 
mier is regarded as having no peer 
among European statesmen. Does 
his hint of a visit to Washington 
mean that he envisages a situation 
in the near future when compromise 
may spell much for the successful 
outcome of the Washington parley? 

The whole tone of utterance from 
British quarters is optimistic, though 
there is no attempt to minimize the 
issues confronting the conferencé. 
In British naval quarters this op- 


is said that the experts are making 
satisfactory progress with the tech- 
nical questions now in their hands. 
As has been told, the British are defi- 
nitely in agreement with the five-five 
capital ship proposal of America, but 
there is no disposition to comment 
on the bid of Japan for an increased 
ratio. But Japan cannot help being 
impressed with this Anglo-American 
line-up. 
British Oppose Submarines, 

The British have now brought for- 
ward their position on the subject of 
submarines. They would like to have 
the submarines entirely abolished, 
though they do not put this forward 
as a definite proposition for discus- 
sion, but more as a pious hope. 
What they are definitely contending 
for is a reduction, by approximately 
one-third in the total submarine ton- 
nage specified in the American plan, 
to wit, 90,000 tons. 

If France seeks to increase her 
submarine tonnage much in excess 
of what it is at present, it is likely to 
stiffen the British opposition to the 
original American submarine ton- 
nage proposal. The British, it ap- 
pears, are not desirous of raising this 
submarine issue to a point of first 
importance, but are anxious to come 
to some compromise with America 
on some figure like 60,000 or 65,000 
tons. 

Anglo-Japanese Pact Untouched. 

Nothing so far has developed out 
of the conference, either on the ques- 
tion of naval limitation or on Pacific 
and Far Eastern questions, which 
has yet affected the status of the 
Anglo-Japanes* pact. 

Britain Feeling Way. 

Great Britain seems to be feeling 
her way on the whole question of the 
Anglo-Japanese pact, because noth- 
ing has been intimated from Ameri- 
can quarters as to how far this coun- 
try would be willing to go in the mat- 
ter of an understanding, loose-knit or 
otherwise. There is a feeling that an 
understanding between the _ three 
principal Pacific Powers must also 


some con@¢rete way the entente be- 
tween the Japanese and the British. 

In other words, after 20 years’ al- 
liance, there would be every disposi- 
tion on the part of Great Britain to 
preserve the spirit of the understand-

The effort of 
the Japanese experts is to show that 
on the basis of the relative strengths 
of the three countries Japan's quota 
would be 70 per cent instead of the 
60 per cent represented in the 
6-5-3" program presented by Secre- 
tary Hughes.

China?” Becoming Big 
Conference Problem

HAT is China? That’s a 
W question in political 
, geography which is be- 
coming more and more a poser 
for the armament conference 
class in Far Eastern problems. 

The recognized Chinese Gov- 
ernment of Pekin, as represent- 
ed in the conference, says the 
China to which the Root princl- 
ples must apply includes the 18 
provinces within the greater 
wall and *”-nchuria, Mongolia, 
Thibet and Chinese Turkestan. 
This boundary, they say, was 
sanctioned by the Great Powers, 
when they recognized the Chi- 
nese constitution. 

Japan apparently considers 
Manchuria and Mongolia as out- 
side the legitimate border line. 
The Japanese intentions in 
Shantung also are uncertain in: 
the minds of the Chinese. 

Then, again, there is the Chi- 
nese Government of Canton, 
which claims that, politically .

WHO WILL K 
THE “OPEN DOOR” 
IN CHINA “OPEN”? 


Observer Points Out the Big 
Question Remaining After 
Study of the Four Root 


Principles.

.- WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Who 
will keep the “open door’ in China 
open? How will the four principles 
written by Elihu Root and now 
adopted by all the nine Powers in- 
terested in the Far East be en- 

forced ? 


These questions touch the most 
delicate phase of the whole Far 
Eastern problem and on their gettle- 
ment, it now is admitted by some of 
the spokesmen of the foreign Gov- 
ernments, depends the success of 
the conference. : 

Number one of Root’s principles 
carries a mutual pledge that “it i 
the firm intention of the Powers’’} 
attending the conference “to respect 
the sovereignty, the . independence 
and the territorial atid administra- 
tive integrity of China.” 

The famous article 10 of the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations was 
wrecked in the U. 8. Senate  be- 
cause it carried a mutual pledge ‘‘to 
respect and preserve the territorial 
integrity” of the Powers who signed 
it and contained, moreover, a prom- 
ise that these Powers would consult 
with each other and advise upon the 
means of carrying out the pledge. 
The Chinese delegates originally 
proposed that the first principle 
should read: “To respect and ob- 
serve” the territorial integrity of 
China, but Root carefully eliminated [ 
the word “observe” as perhaps toe 
close to the word “preserve.” «+ «\. ‘ 

Comment on Omission. >

compelling an enforcement of” 
four Root principles, which include 
not merely respect for China’s terri- 
torial integrity and independence, 
but a promise of the Powers'“‘to use 
their influence for the purpose of ef- 
fectually establishing and maintain- 
ing the principle of equal opportu- 
nity for the commerce and industry 
of all nations throughout the terri- 
tory of China.” 

No specific mention is made as to 
what the word “influence” means, 
though it is commonly interpreted 
as diplomatic and moral influence 
rather than physical coercion. The 
United States Government, through 
John Hay, secured the same pledge 
from all the Powers to respect and 
preserve the open door in China, but 
the archives of the Department of 
State are full of protests sent by this 
Government to Japan and other 
countries alleging violations of the 
Hay “open door” principle. 

What is proposed moreover in this 
conference is simply an executive 
declaration and not a solemn treaty 
and the several foreign officials here 
have already asked what value such 
an executive statement of policy by 
the United States will have under a 
succeeding administration, for it is 
true that some of the Knox-Taft 
policies and declarations about 
China were upset by the Bryan-Wil- 
son administration, and were later 
reversed by the Lansing-Wilson pol- 
icies, 


The Harding-Hughes expressions 
are not to be submitted to the Senate 
and as such have a value only as 
long as the present administration is 
in power.

The talk now is of organizing an 
international body composed of the 
same nine Powers who were invited 
here to consider Far Eastern ques- 
tions. This organization, it is sug-

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BEER BILL SIGNED 
BY THE PRESIDENT

Law Does Away With Pre- 
scriptions for Beer and 
Limits Permits for Sale of 
Wine. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The 


antimedical beer bill was signed to- 


day by President Harding. 

Signature <«f the bill on which 
eongressional action was completed 
lact Friday avtomatically closed the 
gup in the nation’s prohibition lawa 
revealed last March by Attorney- 
Gereral Palmer in an opinion thet 
there was nothing in the Volstead 
act to preclude the prescription of 
beer as medicine. 

Prohibition advocates in Congres 
soon after publication of Palmer's 
ruling evolved the bill which, in a 
somewhat changed form, was today 
made a law of the land. Antipro- 
hibitionists, principally in the Sen- 
ate, waged a determined fight, with 
the result th:.t final legislative action 
was held off for several montha. 
Treasury officials, because of the 
rending legislation, withheld issu- 
ance of regulations making prescrip- 
tion of beer possible until last 
month. Since the regulations were 
lesued about half a dozen brewers 
have obtained permits to manufac- 
ture beer for medical purposes, but 
owing to the numerous changes mad» 
necessary in instructions to prohi- 
bition directors and other officials it 
is not believed that much beer has 
been prescribed as medicine. 

The bill sigred today, in addition 
to outlawing medical beer, provides 
that not more than one-fourth gal- 
lon of vinous liquor or vinous or 
spirituous jiquors separately or ‘" 
the aggregate containing more than 
cne-half pint of alcohol, may be 
prescribed in 10 days; that physi- 
clans shall be limited to 100 pre- 
scriptions for such liquor in $0 days, 
uniess extraordinary reason is pre- 
sented:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.——How 
are we getting on in Washington? 
The general mood is hopefulness, 
tempered by congestion, mental and 
physical, and by sheer fatigue. There 
is no rest in Washington, no cessa- 


tion. Last winter I was a happy in- 
valid at Amalfi. I sat in the Italian 
sunshine, the hours were vast globes 
of golden time, my mind and my soul 
were my own. Now I live to the tune 
of a telephone bell and the little fe- 
verish American hours slip through 
my hot, dry hands before I can turn 
my thoughts round. 

I wish I could attend to everything. 
The conference has evolved two com- 
mittees, one on disarmament and one 
gn Pacific affairs, which meet behind 
closed doors, so that one has three 
or four divergent reports of what hus 
happened to choose from; delegates 
at all hours and in devious ways cal? 
together’ the press men to make 
more or less epoch-making 
si tements; there are’ partic- 
ular conferences with represent- 
ative business men of this 
country and ere of that, 
and so forth; one is called upon by a 
muttitude of well-informed people in- 
sistent upon this fact or that point of 
view, eloquent sidelights from-South 
China, Albania, Czecho-Slovakia, 
clamor for attention. There is a ter- 
rible multitude of mere  pesterers 
who want to do semething—they 
know not what. 

The weather here is unusually 
warm and inclined to be cloudy, a 
brewhouse atmosphere due entirely, 
one humorist declares, to the trem7n- 
dous fermentation that is going on. 
The fermenting vat overflows with 
the press of all the world. Ali the 
world, we feel, is at present in spirit 
at Washington. 

Three Big Questions. 


Three questions stand out as of 
importance and significance. The 
naval disarmament discussion, as one 
could have foretold, becomes a hag- 
gle for advantages. Each Power 


“The number of rifles and small 
arms it is permitted to have is care- 
fully specified. It does not possess 
heavy calibered arms suitable to 
convert into a unit of fighting 
troops. The Einwohnerwenhr, or civ- 
ilian guards, have been dissolved, 
and their arms have been surrender- 
ed and destroyed.”’ 

The statement disputes M. Briand’s 
assertion that Germany possesses 
numerous arsenals equipped to turn 
out war materials, and asserts these 
plants are limited to two or three re- 
quired to keep the German army 
supplied and that their output is 
carefully supervised by the Entente 
Control Commission. 

The Government's statement 
fers the French Premier to the re- 
| cent address in which King George 
of England declared satisfactory 
progress had been made by Ger- 
'many in the execution of her finan- 
cial and disarmament obligations. 


| Comment in the Papers. 


re- 


| The newspaper comment general- 
| ly characterizes M. Briand’s speech 
jas “flat falsehood,” but most jour- 
nals express fear that America may 
believe what he had to say. The 
lopinion generally expressed is that 
the French Premier's attitude is 
likely to undermine and nullify the 
whole effort toward disarmament. 
The people, too, seem to have been 
aroused from indifference to the 
conference. 

The following excerpts from Ber- 
lin newspapers are generally charac- 
teristic of the comment: 

Tagliche Rundschau: “‘The whole 
disarmament question was conse- 
crated. Mililitarism fis dead; long 
live militarism.” 

Kreuz Zeitung: ‘The principal 
thing is that France does not con- 
sider disarmament, and so disarma- 
ment by land is settled so far as the 
Washington conference is con- 
' cerned.” 

Allegemeine Zeitung: “Americans 
will not see through the politics of 
France. Under the cloak of keeping 
peace on the continent, she seeks 
military, political and economic con- 
trol. which she hopes to extend even 
'over Russia.” 

Lokal Anzeiger. “M. Briand’s ar- 
'guments were new and striking—to 
American ears.” 

Tages Zeitung: “M. Briand reck- 
ons on the almost unbelievable 
credulity of Americans. That the 
English, Japanese and Italian dele- 
gates believed him, he himself would 
scarce dare to presume.” 

The newspapers say that, while 
talking disarmament, France is real- 
ly strengthening her army, adding 
new formations of tanks and alir- 


planes and re-enforcing her troops 
of occupation. 
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seeks to disarm the other fellow. 
Great Britain detests the big raider. 
submarine and wants none of it; it 
is America’s only effective long- 
range weapon. A clamor comes to 
us from across the ocean from the 
French Senate for unlimited subma- 
rines. These will be to attack Great 
Britain; there can be no other pos- 
sible use._for them. Perhaps the 
French Senate does not really want 
war with Britain, but this is the 
way to get it. 

Japan is asking for a 7 to 10 {h- 
stead of a 6 to 10 basis for herself. 
And so on. So long as unsettled 
differences remain, disarmament dis- 
cussions are bound to degenerate in 
this fashion. Settlements and sin- 
cere disarmament are inseparably 
interwoven. The French, however, 
have led in an important pronounce- 
ment promising evacuations and re- 
nunciations in the Chinese area on 
the part of France, provided Britain 
and Japan follow suit. Lord Riddle, 
on behalf of Britain, has followed 
suit; Britain is ready to relinquish 
everything, with the justifiable ex- 
ception of Hongkong, a purely Brit- 
ish creation. And M. Briand has ex- 
plained why France must have an 
enormous army to overawe Europe, 
but that still leaves certain posaibili- 
ties of military restraint open for 
consideration, 

We are still discussing whether 
we may not hope to see conscription 
banished from the earth. When such 
things swim up through the boiling 
activities of the Washington vat, not 
merely as passing suggestions and 
happy ideag, but embodied in more 
or less concrete proposals, we can- 
not fall, however jaded we may feel, 
from also feeling hopeful. The con- 
ference has got into its third session 
and we already seem further from 
war in the Pacific and nearer se- 
curity there than at any time in the 
past two years. 

“Conference Must Return.” 

And these intimations of success in 
this world discussion, of which 
Washington is the controlling nu- 
cleus, turn our minds naturally 
enough to the continuation and final 
outcome of this great initiative of 
President Harding’s. The more fruit- 
ful the conference seems lUkely to 
be in agreements and understand- 
ings, the more evident is the neces- 
sity for something permanent arising 
out of it, to hold and maintain, in 


spirit and in fact, this gaecumulation 
of agreements and understandings 


it breaks up and disperses, must, in 
sonfe way, lay an egg to reproduce 
itself. In some fashion it must 
presently return. Because we have 
had to bear in mind that in the final 
and conclusive sense of the 

the conference can “decide” nothing. 
It has produced a fine and generous 
atmosphere about it; it will probably 
arrive at an effectual temporary s0- 
lution of a large group of problems, 
but the power of final decision rests 
with Governments and legislatures 
far away. The American proposals 
are only suggestive and they have 
no value as a treaty, unless they are 
accepted by the Powers and until 
the American Senate has confirmed 
them by.a two-thirds majority. M. 
Briand may have wished to be gen- 
erous and broad-minded here, but 
in Paris—is the French sentiment 
inspired by a mad patriotiem that 
would even now begin to arm 
France for an “inevitable” war with 
Britain? The French Senate has 
made a warlike gesture directly at 
England, has set its feet in a path 
that can end only in a supreme dis- 
aster for both France and England, 
and it did so, one guesses, in order 
to remind M. Briand that \ff he 
dared tobe reasonable, if he dared 
to’ be pacific, if he acted for Great 
France and mankind, instead of at 
the dictates of nationalist France, 
he did so at his peril. He would 
have been accused of betraying his 
country. ‘“‘Conspuez Briand,” they 
would have cried in their pretty 
way. So M. Briand has played the 
patriot’s role. 

“No Decisions at Washington.” 

In Tokio and in London it is an 
open secret that the same conflict 
goes on; the cables are busy with 
the struggle between _reason and 
fierce patriotism. Every concession 
made by every country at Washing- 
ton will go back to the home land to 
be challenged as “weakness,” .as 
“want of patriotism,” as “treason.” 
In America and Britain the ugly side 
of this business has still to come, the 
outbreak of the patriotic fanatics, of 
the disappointed politicians who 


wanted to come here, of the wrecker 
journalists, the dealers in suspicion, 
the evil minds of a thousand types.:

IFT together three and a half 


cups whole wheat flour or two 
cups graham and one and a half cups 
white flour, four teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoon salt; add 
one-fourth cup sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls shortening, one cup seeded 
raisins: cut in halves; to one beaten 
egg add one cup milk and add grad- 
ually to make soft dough that may 
be handled easily, adding more milk 
if needed; press dough into well- 
oiled bread pan, cover with oiled pa- 
per: let rise 20 minutes; bake in 
noderate oven about one hour. 


White Perfection Cake 


EAT to a cream a cup and a half 


of sugar and a half a cup of but- 
ter: dissolve half a cup of corn 
starch in a quarter of a cup of milk, 
and add to the butter mixture; sift 
a level teaspoon of cream tartar in 
a cup and a half of flour, half a tea- 
spoon of soda, in a quarter of a cup 
of milk, and add to the mixture and 
then stir in the whites of six eggs 
and the sifted flour and cream tar- 
tar. May be baked in a loaf or in 
layers.

PLAIN STUFFING. 


NE loaf of stale bread. Trim off 
QOon« and break into inch cubes. 

Pour over it one pint hot milk, 
stir until soft and smooth, then 
add a well-beaten egg, season with 
pepper, salt, poultry seasoning and 
ore tablespoon melted butter. If a 
dry dressing is preferred mix four 
«vel cups of fine bread crumbs with 
half a cup of melted butter, one egg, 
sa’t, pepper and poultry seasoning 
to taste. 


OYSTER DRESSING. 


Chop one quart oysters, or they 
can be used whole. Mix four cup- 
fuls bread crumbs, one teaspoon 
finely chopped celery, the drained 
oysters, pepper to taste, one table- 
spoonful chopped parsley, one ta- 
blespoonful melted butter and a 
cup of oyster liquor.

CHESTNUT DRESSING. 
One pint chestnuts, make a cut in 
each with a sharp knife, cover with

NE cup of apple sauce, 1 tea- 

spoon soda, 1 cup of sugar, % 
cup of raisins, seeded; % cup of 
butter or substitute, 2 cups flour, 
1 teaspoon each of cinnamon, cloves 
and nutmeg. Cream butter and 
sugar; mix soda in apple sauce and 
add to butter and sugar. Mix and 
sift flour and spices, reserving a lit- 
tle flour to dredge the raisins in; 
add the raisins last.
